ELEVEN LIVES ARE LOST 


Seven Rescued After Several 


Hours of Dire 


Peril.

Marinette, Wis., Oct 
5.—Eleten 


lives were lost by the capsizing of the 
steamer J. H. Hackley during a squall 
,4m Lake Michigan. 
' The steamer Sheboygan rescued the 
other seven persons on board the. 
Hackley after they had floated about 
on the wreckage. Report of the dis- 
aster reached Marinette. The HackUy 
was struck by the squall when seven 
miles off Green Island. 
The upper 


work was blown away before the men 
could reach a haven. The boat then 
turned over and went down in deep 
water. 


As the Hackley went to the bottom 


those who would and could seized on 
floating pieces of wreckage, while the 
women and three or four of the men, 
failing to find any object to which to 
cling, sank in the raging sea, so far 
as is known. 


Lost Strength and Sank. 


The waves were rolling high and 


several of those who at first saved 
themselves from immediate death lost 
strength and sank. It was several 
hours after the Hackley sank before 
the Sheboygan hove within hailing 
distance. The shouts of the floating 
men attracted the attention of the 
sailors on the Sheboygan and every 
assistance was lent. 


The roughness of the lake made res- 


cue slow, but the officers of the She- 
boygan 
feel sure that they took 


aboard every person afloat. Some of 
the persons who were rescued say 
'that it is possible that one or more of 
'the 11 persons missing have escaped 
death. This view is not given much 
credence by the sailors of the She- 
boygan. 


Struggled For Life. 


The Sheboygan made into F*ish 


Creek when hope of rescuing other 
persons seemed improbable. The res- 
cued persons were so exhausted from 
'their struggle against drowning that 
they were unable for some time to 
tell anything about the wreck. 
1 The persons saved by the Sheboy- 
gan say that with the crashing way of 
tho upper work all persons aboard the 
Hackley ran on deck. Hasty prepara- 
tions for a plunge into the water were 
begun, but before any plans could be 
carried out the boat listed, turned 
over and went down like a rock. 


Search is still making for any per- 


son who may have escaped death and 
for the bodies of those who were 
drowned.

The steamer made a trip every 
other day between Sturgeon Bay and 
Washington Island, going up one day 
and back the next.

Straighten Canal

Washington, Oct. 5.—The messages 


to congVess, upon which President 
Roosevelt has been putting in three 
or four hours each day of late, are 
now nearlng completion. 


Two messages have to be written 


this year. One of these will be to the 
congress In extra session on the sub- 
ject of the Cuban treaty, which Secre- 
tary Hay promised the Cubans would 
be considered at an extra session if 
Cuba ratified his treaty unamended. 


The other will be the message prop- 


er, in which the president has to deal 
with these subjects: 


First—The isthmian canal. 
Second—The administration of the 


anti-trust laws passed at the last con- 
gress, which he approved. 


Third—Remedial legislation on the 


tariff. 


Rourth—The general 
question of 


reciprocity, which was an inheritance 
from President McKinley. 


Fifth—The postoffice departmet in- 


vestigation. 


Sixth—The Indian Territory scan- 


dals, which affect the biggest single 
department of his administration. 


Seventh—The unexampled prosper- 


ity, with reference to capital and 
labor. 


Eighth—Foreign relations. 
On all of these, notwithstanding re- 


ports to the contrary, the president 
has made up his mind, and has his 
message in rough shape. 


As, to the Panama canal, all the re- 


ports from Inside sources are tLat he 
at present intends to hold that a rea- 
sonable time has not elapsed, and 
that the period of his discretion has, 
therefore, not elapsed. 


Holding these views, the president 


will send the treaty back to the sen- 
ate, but only for the purpose of hav- 
ing ratified an additional article ex- 
tending the time limit for mutual ex- 
change of ratifications.

Reports Have it That Actual

Solla, Bulgaria, Oct. 5.—Serious 


news has been received here from th« 
frontier of fighting between Turkish 
and Bulgarian troops at Demlr-Kapia, 
fcoth sides sustaining losses. In of- 
ficial quarters all knowledge of the 
affair Is denied, but the circumstan-. 
tial details given seem to Indicate 
that there is some foundation for ths 
accounts of the conflict. According to 
one report the Turks attacked the 
Bulgarian frontier post. Another ver- 
sion says the Turks pursued a num- 
ber of refugees across the frontier. 


It is asserted that the Turks have 


frequently attempted to provoke hos- 
tilities, firing into Bulgarian territory 
and crossing the frontier to steal 
horses and sheep. The war office 
here is working at high pressure and 
24,000 recruits will be called three 
months before the usual time. Prince 
Ferdinand has sanctioned numerous 
other measures of a warlike nature. 
All the cavalry with the exception of 
a single regiment, whioJ? is stationed 
at Sofia, has been sent iiito the fron- 
tier districts where are strong forces 
of artillery. Vigorous, efforts are be- 
ing made to prevent 
bands from 


crossing into Turkish territory since 
Saturday. 


Dispatches from the frontier re- 


ceived at the revolutionary headquar- 
ters report that the refugees In the 
mountains are in a terrible condition 
through their pursuit by the Turks 
and cold and hunger. Many are dying.

'S FIRST 


Romantic Story of The French in New 


Orleans, as Related by

land, Wis., a descendant of Nicholas 
Chauvin de Lafreniere. who was the 
leader of the first movement for in- 
dependance and for the foundation of 
a republic on American soil, says

Louisiana colony, was already occupy- 
ing the post of king's attorney and 
•was a member of the superior council, 
•when, in 17f>4. Louis XV sent a letter j 
to the royal governor, L'Abbadio, in j 
New Orleans, announcing that the 
Kingdom of France had divided hoi- 
American colonies between England 
and Spain and commanded him to sur- 
render the government of Louisiana 
to a Spanish commandant who would 
shortly appear with complete evidence 
of his authority. 


Governor L'Abbadio submitted the 


order to the superior council, by whom 
its significance was immediately rec- 


oKni/.ed, and, under the lead of Nicho- 
las Chauvin de Lafreniere, the council 
decided to reject it and formally re- 
fuse to transfer like so many slaves 
to another sovereignty. 
It was tho 


first revolt against European dictation 
among the American colonies, and, 
although it is scarcely referred to in 
most ol tne Histories or America, it 
was an event of great significance 
and as hold in its way as tho Declara- 
tion of Independence. Lafreniere, the 
leader, deserves a conspicions place in 
the list of American patriots, and it 
is gratifying to know thai the manage- 
ment of the exposition will erect a 
monument to his honor and commem- 
orate with appropriate ccrmonics the 
2Sih day of October, when, in 17G9, 
he and two of his compatriots. Noyan 
and Miluret were executed »y £>pau- 
ish authority. 


Notwithstanding tho declaration of 


tne council not to oe made suojects or 
Spain, Don Antonio de Ulloa. who 
had been appointed by the King of 
Spain to take possession of Louisiana, 
wrote to the French governor from 
Havana mat lie would soon reacn isevv 
Orleans. Lafreniere called a popular 
convention, one of the first, if not 
the first, that was ever held in the 
United States. It appointed Jean Mil- 
het, the richest man in the province, 
a delegate to lay before the King of 
I-ranee tne protest or tne people, in 
which they declared that they would 
not accept the sovereignty of Spain, 
and urged Louis XV to recede irom the 
treaty and retain posession of Louis- 
iana. The situation in the colony and

Lafreniere: 


"Without population there can be no 


commerce and without commerce no 
population.

Where is the liberty of 


our planters, of our merchants, of all 
our mnawtants: I'rotecuon and

tism. A single authority seeks to ab- 
sorb 
and annihilate 
everything. 


Without running the risk of being tax- 
ed with guilt, no man of any class can 
longer do anything but tremble, bow 
his neck and kiss the ground."

Bryan com- 
pelled the Kansas City convention to 
reaffirm in even stronger terms 
the 


Chicago platform's declaration on sil- 
ver, and yet Clarke supported him.. 
His excuse was that it was on ac- 
count of the Philippine matter, that 
being called the "paramount issue," 
for purposes of that campaign only. 


Bryan still stands by his silver sen- 


timents, but where is Clarke? Bryan's 
most sincere supporter* in Ohio,, the 
genuine silver men. still think that 
Clarke is against them. For that rea- 
son they tried to defeat him for the 
United States senatorial endorsement, 
with Lentz, in the Johnson conven- 
tion. 
But it was Johnson's conven- 


tion, and Johnson, using the unit rule 
and his stolen delegations, compelled 
Clarke's nomination, dumping Lentz. 
Close touch was kept with Bryan by 
wire while this was going on, but 
Democrats generally were not permit- 
ted to know Bryan's probable cours* 
in the matter. His strongest support- 
ers in the state wired him not to ap- 
prove Clarke, but Bryan came to Ohio, 
saw Johnson, who was never a Bryan 
man on the silver question, and put 
his 0. K. on Clarke's candidacy. 


Right after that, however, .closely 


succeeding his conference with Bryan 
and the latter's approval 
of him, 


Clarke came out in a public speech, 
saying that he stood on the silver and 
gold question just where he did in 
1896. 
when he denounced Bryan's po- 


sition as dishonest, with all the power 
of his vehemence. This made a curi- 
ous complication, not cleared up yet, 
but now conies Bryan with statements 
that make the case even more tangled 
than ever. Bryan's Commoner gives 
seven reasons why "he has urged Ohio 
Republicans to support Mr. Clarke for 
the senate." He says that "Mr. Clarke 
is running on the Kansas City plat- 
form," and speaks of that 
fact as 


marking a difference between him and 
the Cleveland 
Democrats. He 
also 


says that "Mr. Clarke heartily en- 
dorsed all of that platform except one 
plank." He goes further and says that 
in 1900 "Mr. Clarke showed himself 
willing to risk the 
enforcement of 


ALL the platform." All of this was a 
matter of common knowledge, and Mr. 
Bryan did not need his personal trip 
to Ohio or conference with Tom John- 
son to find it out. But Bryan goes 
further and says that "Mr. Bryan, 
after hearing Mr. Clarke and talking 
with him, was convinced that he is" 
not a plutocrat, and then makes this 
significant statement: 


"5 
Mr. Bryan was also convinced 


that Mr. Clarke is sound on all the 
acute phases of the money question, 
and that his sympathy will lead him 
to the right side of the metallic part 
of the money question." 


Does not all this mean that Clarke 


has been an ignoramus on the money

' ARMER PERKINS — What extra 


interest have the people of Ohio 
paid ia 20 years past on account 
of the supposed taxation of mort- 


gages sod credits? 


Lawyer Thorndike—The Ohio statis- 


tic* of mortgagee, recorded each year 
In Ohio, for the past 20 years, are 
worthless because Hamilton county 
4id not report In seven years of that 
time. 
Knox, Pike and Highland are 


left out each one year In that time, and 
80 the statistics are not complete. In 
1888 the entire mortgages on real es- 
tate in Ohio In force, exclusive of rail- 
roads, were 1330.999,205.78. Assuming 
these figures for the 20 years prior to 
1903 to be uniform, and that the an- 
Bual charge for the risk of taxation 
was 1% per cent, which statisticians 
figure out as the rule in California, 
where mortgages are taxed separately, 
the debtors in Ohio in the past 20 
rears hare paid out $1,058.496,219.48 in 
excess interest which they would not 
have paid had mortgages and credits 
not been taxed, or rather threatened 
to be taxed. 


I do not have the return of credits 


for 1888 before me, but the returns 
for 1890 will answer the purpose. They 
were $111,363,315. Assuming that these 
credits were mortgages, over two- 
thirds of the mortgages on record paid 
no taxes. 


Fanner Perkins—I fully believe tnat 


my fellow farmers and I are more 
heavily taxed than any other class in 
the community, and how are we to 
•scape it or divide our burden with 
other classes? 


Lawyer Thorndike—There is no way 


to escape it except by the adoption of 
the pending constitutional amendment, 
allowing the legislature freedom in 
the methods and subjects of taxation. 
Co long as the state raises any part 
of Its. taxes by ad valorem levies on 


aQpfiCaKs" of' tfft counties, so long 


will there be a rivalry between the 
several counties to determine which 
can secure the lowest appraisement of 
real estate. The county which can se- 
cure the lowest will throw much of the 
state tax on the other counties of the 
state. 


The real estate being appraised once 


In 10 years, there Is a scramble be- 
tween the 88 counties in the state in 
that year to see which can secure the 
lowest appraisement for the coming 
decennial period. 


The shifting, turning and trading in 


the state board is a disgrace to the 
state and to the people. Each county 
Is trying to have the lowest valuation 
in the state, and throw Its burden of 
state taxation for ten years, on the 
other counties. 


If the state had distinct, exclusive 


objects, from which to raise its rev- 
enue, the scramble between the coun- 
ties to secure low valuations would 
cease, each county would manage its 
own affairs in tax matters. The low 
rate of valuation in the cities and the 
consequent high per cent of taxes 
would disappear. Our cities and vil- 
lages would cease to groan under 3 per 
cent taxes, and wealth would accumu- 
late. This is the plan in Pennsylvania 
since 1873, and it has worked well. 


Real estate in the whole United 


States Is appraised for taxation at 41 
per cent of Us real value. Personal 
property valued at 
$25.492.546,864 in 


the census of 1800 was appraised for 
taxation at $6,516,616.743, about 25 per 
cent, but deducting mines and quarries 
from the personality, $1,291.579. it ia 
taxed for 22 5-10 per cent of its real 
value. 


The lesson of this is that no per- 


sonal property should be returned at 
over 22 5-10 per cent of its real 
value. 
In 
Ohio in 1890 it 
was 


returned at 38 per centum of its 
real value. Just think of the 16% per 
cent the people of Ohio returned more 
than the other states.

Bach county to required 
to bear Its portion, ad valorem, ac- 
cording to its duplicate. The lower the 
duplicate the less the payment of the 
state tax. The proportion of this tax 
for 1902 for Cuyahoga 
county was 


$310,631.17; for Hamilton, $340,475.89; 
for Franklin, $122,051.61; 
for Lucas, 


$100,177.22; for Montgomery, $93.379.- 
67; or nearly half was paid by five 
counties. 
Vinton county paid the 


smallest. $4,698.07. This state tax was 
13 per cent of the entire grand dupli- 
cate. There has been and is a con- 
stant strife by the smaller counties to 
reduce their valuation, to throw the 
greater weight of the state taxation 
on the wealthier and more populous 
counties. 


There were 70 cities in the state of 


Ohio In 1902. Their total valuation In 
that year was $883,362,642, and the 
taxes in the same year were $26.411.- 
983.50. over 3 per centum. In the 70 
cities in the state In 1902^-the taxes in 
22 were over 3 per centum, 43 were 
between 2 and 3 per centum and only 
one was between 1 and 2 per centum. 
Newberg, in Cuyahoga county, had the 
lowest tax rate, 13.7, and Neleonville, 
In Athens county, had the highest, 
45.5. 
The valuations of the cities are 


is low as they can be made, and this 
Is done to lessen the shares of the 
counties In payment of the state taxes. 


The result Is our cities are ruining 


themselves to exploit Alfred Kelley's 
ideas. If the public service and pub- 
lic corporation taxes were given to the 
state the counties could control their 
own valuation 
and 
tax<~, as 
they 


should do. 


Farmer Perkins—Was it not intend- 


ed by Mr. Kelley that this $1.058.496,- 
219.48 excess interest should have gone 
to the state as taxes? 


Lawyer Thorndike—This was his in- 


tention, and that is the policy of the 
law, but the money never went to the 
state, but has gone to the creditor 
classes to pay them for a risk which 
they avoided. 


Farmer Perkins—Is there anv way 


to ascertain the excess interest paid 
by debtors In Ohio by reason of the 
^declared Intention of the state to tax 
mortgages and credits In the ten years 
past? 


Lawyer Thorndike—Yes, there was 


$893,226,658 mortgages, excluding rail- 
road mortgages, recorded in Ohio in 
the 10 years from 1893 to 1902, both 
years Inclusive. Of these years the 
secretary of state left out Hamilton 
county in 1893, 1894, 1895. 1899 and 
1900. five years. Knox was left out in 
1894, 1895, and Pike in 1895. Restoring 
these amounts to the list, from the 
best sources of information, at $31,- 
697,847, would make $927,924,505 
in 


mortgages recorded each year for 10 
years. The excess interest for the risk 
of the mortgages being taxed is esti- 
mated at 1% per cent. 
This \\ould 


make the excess interest for 10 years 
paid by debtors in Ohio to creditors, 
for the risk of taxes $10.238,678 74, but 
this Is only on the mortgages reported 
recorded each year. These may con- 
eervatively be estimated at 33 1-3 per 
cent of the entire number of mortgages 
In force each year. Consequently it is 
certain that Ohio debtors have In the 
10 years between 1893 and 1902 paid 
$38.716,034.76 In excess interest for tne 
principles of taxation of Mr. Alfred 
Kelley appearing in the constitution, 
without being enforced. 
Surely 
the 


taxbearers in Ohio must be made of 
the stuff of the ancient martyrs. 


Farmer Perkins—Then the people in 


Ohio in the past 10 years have carried 
a mortgage indebtedness of $2.783,733.- 
515? How much of this was reported 
por taxation for the same period? 


Lawyer Thorndike—Not over one- 


,hird. as the statistics in the auditor 
of state's report, and those in the re- 
port of the secretary of state, show. 
?rom 1897 the annual return of-the 
entire personal property in the state 
ms steadily diminished, as follows: 
1897, 
$99.227.416; 
1898, $93.847,553; 


1899, 
$90.135.764; 
1900. $86.997,804; 


1901, 
$82.668.533; 
1902, $80.028.411. 


Everyone knows the true ratio was 
the other way. but when 50 per 
centum of the credits in the state are 
not returned for taxation those who 
are compelled to return personal prop- 
erty diminish their returns as much as 
possible. 


Farmer Perkins—Is there no way in 


which the amount of interest unneces- 
sarily paid by the citizens of Ohio 
from 1847 to 1902, both years inclu- 
sive, can be estimated? 


Lawyer Thorndike—From 1S57 to 


1902, 
both years inclusive, the mort- 


gages recorded in Ohio each year, of 
all those years, aggregated $2.956.160,- 
733. 
No statistics were preserved be- 


tween 1847 and 1S57. but it would be 
safe to put the mortgages recorded 
from 1847 to 1856. both years inclusive, 
at $160,815,26607. which 
is 50 per 


centum of the amount In the follow- 
ing decade. This would 
make 
the 


whole amount of mortgages recorded 
in the period, i. e.. 1847 to 1902, §3,116,- 
965.999.57. One and three-fourths per 
cent of this is $701.317.274 97 excess in- 
terest, which the debtors of Ohio have 
paid their creditors for the taxes, 
which the state never reooived. but 
which imicle the rich that much richer 
and the poor that much poorer. Let 
tho tax be taken off mortgages 
and 


credits and in the next 57 years more 
than that much will be saved to the 
debtor class.
